Clock Works Machine 
Found Under School 


ST. BEES, CUMBERLAND, 
England, June 19.—(UP)—Police 
today investigated circumstances 
surrounding the discovery of a 
clockwork machine beneath the dais 
at St. Bees school yesterday when 
Lord Lloyd, the bishop of Carlisle, 
and 3 men, women and children 
were attending a ceremony there.

Selection of Mack Tends 

To Demonstrate Disas- 
sociation Between New 
Yorker and Tammany. 


ALBANY, N, Y., June 19.—(F)— 
‘John E. Mack, of Poughkee sie, who 
| placed Governor Franklin , se- 
velt in nomination for his first public 
| office, state senator, 22 years ago, was 
chosen tonight by the New York gov- 
-ernor to place him in nomination for 
_the presidency at the Chicago demo- 
cratic convention. 

A formal statement by the execu- 
tive said: 


“I am very happy that my old 
friend and neighbor, John E. Mack, 
has been good enough to say that he 
will make the nominating speech in 
my behalf atethe democratic national 
convention. Aside from my close as- 
sociation with him, covering a period 
of 25 years, it seems to me very fit- 
ting that the samé man who, in 1910, 
placed me in nomination for the first 
office for which I was ever a candi- 
date, should once more act as my 
sponsor.’ 

Whose position in the New York 
delegation to the convention 
would take to provide for his nomi- 
nating speech was not immediately 
decided, it was explained. Reporis 
said that Mack would be named a 
district delegate to fill the position 
now held by Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
another Dutchess county neighbor of 
the governor, but Mr. Roosevelt said 
the acceptance of the job by Mack 
was so recent that this phase of the 
matter had not been discussed. 

Rumors Spiked. 

The announcement al the selection 
of Mack set at rest rumors involy- 
ing a half dozen names of New York- 
ers as the nominator. Among those 
names was that of United States Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner, of New York. 

A recent secret meeting between 
John F. Curry, leader of the power- 
ful Tammany Hall delegation, and 
Mr. Roosevelt, was followed by a re- 
port that Curry had prevailed upon 
the governor not to choose Wagner as 
the nominator. This was said to 
have been founded on an idea that 
Wagner had failed to aid Tammany 
Hall in blocking the present repub- 
lican legislature's investigation of 
New York city’s governmental ma- 
chinervy. 

Mack came’ into his most recent 
public notice last week when Gover- 
nor Roosevelt selected him as one of 
~ | two “eminent counsel” to aid him in 
| his study of Samuel Seabury’s 
charges against Mayor James P. 
Walker, of New York city. 

A year after Roosevelt had taken 
office for his first term, he named 
Mack to fill a vacancy on the su- 
preme bench in his district. Mack, 
seeking election the following fall in 
a strong republican area, was de- 
feated.

European Powers Appar- 
ently Reconciled to Set- 
tle Problem Before Turn- 
ing to U. S. Again. 


BY CHARLES 8S. SMITH. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—(4)— 
The first anniversary tomorrow of 
President Hoover's proposal of an in- 
ternational moratorium on inter-gov- 
ernmental debts finds the war debts 
and reparations questions still held 
fast in a tangle of uncertainty. 

At Lausanne, Switzerland, however, 
a conciliatory group of statesmen is 
meeting, apparently persuaded at last 
that Europe must settle its repara- 
tions problem alone before coming to 
the United States for further relief. 

It- took nearly a year after the 
moratorium became effective for the 
great European pow ll eet- 
ing to decide at is to be done 
when Germany ceases to pay repara- 
tions. They wanted the United 
States to sit with them and hoped 
to get this country to agree to a can- 
cellation or modification of the debts 
Europe owes here, before they sat in 
judgment upon Germany. ‘ 

But finally, on June 16, just 14 
days before the expiration of the 
Hoover one-year moratorium, they 
met at Lausanne and listened to the 
announcement of Chancellor Von Pa¢

A temporary moratorium until the 
end of the Lausanne conference was 
agreed upon by the European powers. 
Meanwhile, they are striving to de- 
vise some agreement which will move 
American public opinion to a revision 
of the debts European powers have 
been paying to the United States 
largely with money received from Ger- 
many.

Hoover an- 
nounced the one-year ‘moratorium 
plan last June it was hailed as a 
move which would rescue the world 
from economic distress. Julius Cur- 
tius, Germany's minister of foreign 
affairs, said Hoover's declaration 
was “heroic.” The radical press in 
(Jermany even relented in its past 
description of Uncle Sam as a “shy- 
lock,” 

Great Britain and Italy eagerly ap- 
proved the plan. France alone of the 
great powers reserved opinion tempo- 
rarily. It struck the French as a 
possible menace to the Young plan 
and, indirectly, to the Versailles 
treaty. 

On July 6, the state department an- 
nounced "French and American nego- 
tiators had reached an agreement. 
President Hoover made a statement 
that all the important creditor gov- 
ernments had accepted the one-year 
moratorium in principle and were en- 
gaged in solving the “technical diffi- 
culties arising from many complicat- 
ed international agreements, which 
involve the aggregate payment be- 
tween governments of over $800,000,- 
000 per annum.” 

Difficulties Ironed Out. 

These difficulties were ironed out. 
The moratorium was declared in ef- 
fect as of July 1, 1931. The Ameri- 
can congress approved. Europe had 
a breathing spell to adjust its finances 
and the world awaited some step to 
adjust the reparations payments 
which Germany claimed were fore- 
ing her into bankruptcy. 

Congress went on record against 
any extension of the one-year mora- 
torium and against cancellation or 
further reduction of war debts owed 
to this country. 

Still America’s European debtors 
failed to feach any agreement about 
reparations which might have enabled 
them to present some concrete com- 
promise proposal to the United States. 

This country waived the payment

to June 30, 1932, of $252,566,803, and 
spread it over ten years. In the fis- 
cal year beginning June 30 of this 
year European powers should pay the 
United States $270,000,000. ey ex- 
pected to get most of this money from 
Germany.

From Oppressed Taxpayers 


OMAHA, Neb., June 19.—After | 
months of concentrated, unswerving 
endeavor, the Omaha Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation has won tangible victory in 
its fight to reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment: Its first triumph is the re- 
duction of the assessed value of all 
real estate in the county, a reduction 
ranging from 12 to 17 per cent, ac- 
‘cording to districts, and ayeraging 
better than 15 per cent. 

The victory is the result of constant 
work with public officials, aided by 
newspaper publicity and support, and 
a careful analysis of tax figures and 
| governmental costs that leaves local 
officials with little to say. 

The tax reduction program is being 
'earried on along several allied lines, 
, all having the same goal of reduced 
/costs of local government. 

One part of the work has been to 
convince the tax-spending officials 
they could operate the. various gov- 
erumenta] divisions—s¢hool, city, 
county and utilities distrjet—with 
drastically reduced budgets. Another 
has been to compel the tax dodger and 
tax evader to bear his share of the 
burden. Finally, the association is 
working for such charter changes and 
new policies as may prevent the tax- 
payer of the future from being 
drowned in excessive costs. 

The common knowledge that real 
estate has diminished greatly in sales 
value provided the opening wedge, and | 
the county board of equalization made 
flat reductions. The total cut in real 
estate valuation amounts to $41,730,- 
251. This reduction alone will save | 
the taxpayers $1,200,000. 

The reduced valuations compelled 
the levy-fixing bodies of the govern-- 
ment, strictly limited in what they 
may assess, to trim severely. The peo- 
ple of Omaha regretted it, but school 
teachers were compelled to accept a 
wage cut averaging 10 per cent. 
School teachers’ committees and ex- 
perts co-operated in the savings, and 
pointed out ways of reducing staffs 
and slicing overhead that brought sav- 
| ings exceeding one-half million dollars 
a year. . 

Further, due to a policy of accumu- 
lating cash reserves, begun a few 
| Years ago, the school district no longer 
; must pay heavily in interest on bor- 
| rowed funds to pay current expenses. 
'It i@ practically on a cash basis. 

The city and county were saddled 
with heavy bond issues, and with pro- 
visions permitting the issuance of 


necessary for the taxing bodies each 
year to levy enough for the bond re- 
demption fund to insure the retire- 
ment of bonds at maturity. Omaha 
only a few months ago paid the last 
bond on its city hall, built almost 50 
years ago. There will be no more re- 
funding of bond issues. 


The municiple university postponed 
a building program and reduced its 
tax levy from a legal one mill to four- 
tenths of one mill. The city and coun- 
ty budgets have not been fixed yet, 
but at least they will not be larger 
than the levies of a year ago. 

It has not been easy to’ compel 
politicians to diminish employes and 
cut wages, but it has been done. Even 
the police and firemen, who present 
strong political power, have taken 
cuts* by accepting payless vacation 
periods. 

Omaha is proud of its municipally 
operated gas, water and ice plants. 

hese turn back savings in the form 
of reduced rates, and there has been 
a further reduction of hydrant rental 
charges. 

The Taxpayers’ League realizes that 
its work has only begun. It hopes to 
have real business methods introduced 
into governmental departments: to 
keep bond issues down to essentials: 
to get all governmental departments 
on a cash basis, and to eliminate buge 
pay rolls of political hangers-on. And 
it hopes to accomplish all these things 
by the force of public opinion, in- 
formed by constant newspaper ac- 
counts of tle league's investigations, 
and constant publicity on the costs 
of government. 

In its work the league has been led 
by businessmen, particularly A. W. 
Gordon, president of one of the large 
building and loan associations, and 
Walter L. Pierpont, head of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In only one respect has little prog- 
ress been made. Uncollected personal 
taxes run back 30 and 40 years, 
and it is almost impossible to compel 
officials to act. Buying tax titles to 
real estate costs the county heavily 
in canceled taxes. The association is 
working for laws that will deny auto- 
mobile licenses to those who have not 
paid personal taxes, and to change 
the law for tax sales. These are mat- 
ters of legislative decision and will 
be fought out next winter.

At 4,000 feef we 
got it. The clouds were heavier and thicker. We were a lone 
ship on a trackless waste of clouds with no land visible anywhere. 
We were isolated, detached entirely from the world. 

The radio was busy keeping in touch with each station. We 
chose the higher altitude to get better air currents. 

The surprising thing to the now-and-then flver is to find the same old 
blue sky up there after pushing up through clouds for 10 minutes.
